Cemments of the English Press on the Meet- 
ing atthe White House.

LONDON, November 3.—Some of the London 
papers devote considerable space to the Inter- 
national Peace Conference held at the White 
House Tuesday. The Telegraph says that it 
does not expect much from or 
memortals, but rather from the growth of 
civilization and good feeling in the two coun- 
tries.

LONDON’S DYNAMITE SENSATION. 


A Serious Fxplosion at the Carleton Club 
Causes Great Consternation,. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, November 3.—There was a greas 
panic in Pall Mall yesterday afternoon occa- 
sioned by a loud explosion which took place 
at the Carleton Club. The latter is the head- 
quarters of the Conservative party, and con- 
siderable damage was done to the fine bulld- 
ing, the whole of the first floor windows being 
blown out. As the Socialists and unemployed 
had been parading up and down Pali Mall al- 
most the whole day it was linmediately taken 
for granted that the dynamiters had heen at 
word, and thatan attempt had been made to 
blow up the Tory stronghold, The news 
spread like lightning throughout Lon- 
don and the provinces and the seu- 
sation created was tmmense. The streets 
around the scene of the explosion were filled 
with excited crowds who were prevented from 
approaching the building bya large body of 
police. Subsequent investigation of the prem- 
ises, however, revealed the fact that the ex- 
plosion was merely caused by gas, four gas 
men Who were engaged at the time in repair- 
ing the pipes inthe basement being severely 
injured. Of course a large number of the pub- 
lic decline tbe putoff with so very prosaicay 
an explanation of the occurrence, and prefer 
to adhere to their belief in the first and more 
sensational report. The people here for some 
time past appear to have dynamite on the 
brain, and seem to be perfectly crazy on 
the subject, seeing dynamite everywhere and 
ineverything. One of the Conservative even- 
ing papers said that Secretary Balfour has re- 
ceived letters threatening to take his life, un- 
less O’Brien ts immediately released from 
prison and unlesss the Constables responsible 
for the Mitchellstown murder are punished.

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AN EARLY MOKNING BLAZE. 


The Chicago Club Gutted—A Village in 
Ashes—Flres. 


CHICAGO, Ill., November3.—It was nearly 4 
o’clock this morning when fire was discovered 
in the Chicago Club, in Monroe street, directly 
opposite the ladies entrance to the Palmer 
House. By the timethe first relay of engines 
had rattled up to the fire, the flames had 
spread throughout the fifth floor and were 
bursting from the windows on all sides, while 
signs of fire could be seen on the fourth floor. A 
general alarm was promptly turned in, and in 
fifteen minutes ascore of engines, hook and 


ladder trucks and hose carts thundered down 
the streets and clattered up tothe fire. A wild 
panic followed atthe Palmer House. At the 
windows on Monroe street appeared a hundred 
frightened faces, peering into the streets, and 
at the sghtof the steamers arush for escap« 


|followed under the en that the hotel 


was onfire. Half-ciad ladies and gentlemen 
tumbled outinthe halls and shrieked wildly 
for help. 

All the bell boys were promptly sent to the 
rooms of the guests, and with the aid of the 
clerks, succeeded in calming the panic, 
though many of the guests refused to return 
to their rooms until the hose carts had reeled 
up their hose and with the other apparatus 
had started home. Half a dozen club mem- 
bers, and as many women, who are employed 
about theclub, were asleep in the building at 
the time. They had no warning of tne flames 
until the firemen rushed into their apartments 
and pulled them out bodily. 

ANOTHER PANIC, 

It is thought thatevery one was taken out 
safely. 

The fire started on the fifth floor in the 
kitchen, from a defective flue, it is aupposed, 
oracarelessly smothered fire in the range. 
Leads of hose were run on all the high build- 
ings entirely surrounding the building and 
half a hundred streams of water were 
poured into it from all the windows. 
A torrent of water poured down the 
Stairway, cascaded down the elevator 
Shaft and gsouked through floor. after 
floor, until the furniture and every- 
thing else about the building was completely 
ruined. ‘The first floor was devoted to the 
ollice, reading-room and cate. On the second 
floor were the library and card-rooms, and on 
the thirdthe sleeping-rooms. The dining- 
room occupied the fourth floor, and the 
kitchen was immediately above it in the man- 
surd roof. The smoke fromthe burning build- 
ing entered the Clifton House adjoining on the 
east, and scores of guests sprang out of bed 
and rushed in terrorto the street with the im- 
pression that their hotel was on fire. 

The Chicago Club was erected about fifteen 
years ago ata cost of $131,000. The fixtures 
und furniture cost about $25,000, and are a 
total loss, butfully insured. The damage to 
the building cunnot be estimated at present, 
but it will be heavy. Besides this there were 
mimany Valuable paintings inthe rooms which 
no doubt are utterly ruined. 

It transpires that no lives are lost, the em- 
ployes of the club having escaped to the roof 
of an adjoining building. The greater part of 
the furniture was saved by being covered with 
tarpaulins. About $25,000 will cover the loss, 
aud the insurance is $60,000.

THE LAST OF THE EXPLOSION VICTIMS EX- 
PIRES THIS MORNING.

Lack of Funds—The Deputy-Coroner

The work of cleaning out the cellar of the 
wrecked building, No. 7 South Fourteenth 
Street, progressed rapidly yesterday after- 
noon, and before evening the bottom of the 
cellar had been laid bare. No startling dis- 
closures had been made through the search 
among the fragments of the fallen  build- 
ing. No unidentified remains had been 
brought to light, no infernal ma- 
chine found.

joists that rested inthe wall. 

NO ARRESTS. 

A sensational report, wholly without founda- 
tion, was printed in one ofthe morning papers. 
It was to the effect that four men had been ar- 
rested last night on suspicion of connection 
with the explosion. To a Post-DISPATCH re- 
porter Chief Huebler said to-day: ‘‘We have 
not arrested any one and we are not thinking 
of arresting any one. We do not suspect any 
one of the work. I think it was a common gas 
explosion. They say there were two explo- 
sions. Ithinkthat the first explosion was in 
the cellar of the Newman house. Then 
I think the tire communicated to 
the gas in the cellar of the 
next house and there was an explosion there

The Chief was shown a letter received at the 
PostT- DIsPaATCH office this morning, claiming 
to be written by a man who had helped blow up 
the Newmun house with dvnamite. He shook 
his head and smiled. ‘‘You know how those 
letters ure made up,’’ besaid. ‘‘We get them 
all the time.’’ 

THERE DYNAMITE THEORY. 

The letter received at this oflice is written 
with lead pencil on both sides ot a half sheet 
of common note paper. The handwriting is 
rough and the capital.zation and punctuation 
bad, but the spelling is perfect. Itis as fol- 
lows:

There is no signature to the letter. The 
probubilities are that it was written by some 
crank. The ‘‘Jim Cummings’’ letters seem to 
have filled a number of cranks with the mania 
for letter-writing whenever a mysterious 
crime is committed. It is among the bare 
possibilities, however, that the dynamite 
theory is correct. It will not be known 
whether or not it is correct until the cellar of 
the building No. 9 has been cleared out. 

WORK SUSPENDED. 

Following out the Deputy Coroner’s new 
idea that the explosion occurred in the New- 
man cellar, work atthe wreck was suspended 
last evening after the Newman cellar had been 
cleaned out. This morning workmen looked 
at the ruins and went away, no orders having 
been given for clearing out No.9. There will 
be no certuinty that the explosion occurred in 
No. 7untilNo. 9 has been cleared out. The 
visitors tothe ruins this morning freely ex- 
pressed the opinion thatno explosion in the 
Newman cellar or faliing of the Newman 
house could have broken the _ founda- 
tion wallinthe wayin which it was found. 
Even the Chief of Volice hoids to the idea that 
there was an explosion of some kind in the 
cellur of No. 9. 

Officer Dawson, who has been on duty at the 
wreck off and on ever since the explosion, 
sivs he remembers a somewhat similar case 
on Franklin avenue near Sixteenth street 
some five years ago. A wiener-wurst peddler 
went Into the cellar of a house one morning 
and lighted a match. Almost immediately 
there was an explosion which wrecked the 
building almost entirely. The foundation 
wall feilinto the cellar in which the explosion 
occurred and came within very little of bury- 
ing the peddler. He was badly injured but not 
killed. The explosion atthut time was sup- 
posed to be from gasoline vapor or some other 
heavy gas. The gus pipes were found intact. 

The reason for the suspension of work at the 
wreck was the lack of money. There is no 
fund with which to defray the expenses of 
clearing outa place when an accident similar 
to the explosion of Tuesday morning occurs. 
Mayor Francis instructed the Ooroner yester- 
day to go ahead with the work and he would 
see that the city pald forit. But it appears 
that the Mayor limited the Coroner to an 
expenditure of $50. This morning Building 
Commissioner kKiedus called atthe Coroner's 
office and inquired ifthe w rk of clearing the 
debris was to go on to-day. 

Deputy Coroner Hennessy replied: ‘‘I sup- 
pose 80; a8 800n as We Can see the Mayor and 
obtain his permission to expend more money. 
The $50 he allowed this ofilce was expended 
yesterday.’’ 

‘*The Mayor has gone to the Chain of Rocks 
to-day,’’ said Mr. Kiedus. 

‘*That settles it. Wewill not want you to- 
day,’’ remarked the Deputy Coroner to a 
workman who was standing in the office. And 
the workman departed. Perhaps the Mayor 
willappropriate a few dollars more when he 
returns andthe work will go on again fora 
while.

In the crowd which blocked Fourteenth 
street near Market yesterday held by morbid 
curiosity near the wrecked houses weretwo 
women who engaged in the fascinating and 
popular employment of theorizing. 

‘*‘The papers says it were dynamite’’ re- 
marked one of them. 

‘‘Dynamite? 1 don't believe it’’ vetoed the 
other. ‘‘It was natural gas.’’ 

‘*‘Natural gas!’’ 

‘*Yes, lused to live tn Titusville, in Penn- 
sylvania, and I know what natural gas is when 
Isee'em.

‘The Governor 
offered $100 reward for his arrest, but every- 
body feared hitn too much to attempt his 
capture.

ARE THEY STOLEN? 


— 


SEALED BALLOT-BOXES GIVE NO ANSWER 
TO THE QUESTION. 


The Startling Report That the Ballots Have 
Been Extracted From the Recorder's 
Boxes During the Kiein-Valliant Contest 
—The Attorneys Reticent, While the Re- 
corder Discredits the Keport—A Grand- 

* Jury Lead, 


The taking of testimony before Commis- 
sioner Broadhead in the Klein-Valliant contest 
will probably be begun next week. When or 
where it will end is a matter of grave 
doubt, as a conundrum Is as difficult of answer 
as the question of who stole the ham, 
has arisen in the investigation. For 
several days it has been rumored 
among the parties directly interested that the 
ballots have in several cases beeu stolen from 
the boxes and that no votes will be found to 
correspond to the votes marked voted on the 
registration lists. According to the rumor 
which is not denied by the attorneys for the 
contestee, the stolen ballots were cast for 
Judge Valliant though Mr. Kiein’s friends and 
the Recorder of Voters discredit the statements, 
One of the gentlemen interested in the out- 
come made avery positive statement in this 
connection. Hesaid: ‘‘Iit is a fact that ballots 
cast for Judge Valliant at the election have 
been stolen from the vallot boxes. They were 
probably stolen from the boxes during the 
count at the Recorder’s office during 
the contest. Who stole them has not 
even been charged. The _ settlement of 
that question may possibly be made by the 
State Grand-jury.’’ Mr. Breck Jones, attor- 
ney for Judge Valliant, was seen and ques- 
tioned concerning the truth of the report. He 
was found very non-committal on the subject 
and in answer tothe question concerning the 
discrepancy said. ‘*You are doubt- 
less familiar with the forms of 
elections, but by going over them can 


readily see how a grave injustice might hon- 
estly be done to men innocent of any wrong- 
doing. Twomen may be rewistered, one as 
John Jones and the other as Paul Jones. You 
know that when a bullot Is cast the word 
‘voted’ is marked opposite the name. Now, 
in going over a column in the books the 
name of John Jones might very easily 
he marked ‘voted’ instead of the name of Paul 
Jones giving rise to the suspicion which you 
suggest.’’ 

‘‘isn’t ita fact that the developments beara 
criminal complexion and that citizens are 
willing to sweur that they voted white no cor- 
responding ballots appear in the boxes?’’ 

‘‘The taking of testimony in the contest 
wil} probably be begun next week and 
I cannot discuss this subject at present, 
as great wrong may be done in attributing an 
honest mistake to a criminal intention.’’ 

‘‘Is it nota fact that the balluts are miss- 
ing?’’ 

‘*It would not be right for either side to dis- 
close its line of fight in the contest. All such 
suspicions can be definitely settled by the 
taking of testimony before the commissioners 
appointed by the court.’’ 

‘*Who were present at the count of the votes 
at which It is alleged the ballots disappeared?’ 

‘*] think the first boxes were opened in the 
presence of Recorder Williams himself, and 
subsequently Deputy Lemoine acted as 
referee. For Judge Valliant myself and Mr. 
Overall sepeter. For Mr. Kiein Mr. John 
Ellis and Mr. Klein were present part of the 
time.

‘Yes; I have heard that pames marked 
voted on the books, and names of citizens who 
are willing to swear that they voted are not 
represented in the ballot-boxes.’’ 

‘*‘When did the ballots disappear?’’ 

‘‘Idon’t know. You know a part of those bal- 
lots was gone over in the Frank-Giover con- 
test. In whose favor have you heard the bal- 
lots were cust?’’ 

‘‘It is reported they were cast in favor of 
Judge Valiant? Will tbe matter be presented 
to the Grand-jury?’’ 

‘*Il can’t say.’’ 

‘‘Can you give me a list of the names of 
citizens whose ballots do not appear in the 
neg or refer métoanyone who is willing to 
give it?’

An Interesting Keport by Gen. Benet, Chief 
of the Bureau. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., November 3.—Brig.- 
Gen. 8. V. Benet, Chiefof Ordnance, has sub- 
mitted his annual report fo the Secretary of 


War. It shows that the total expenditures of 
the Bureau during the fiscal vear were $1,597,- 
652. During the vear 41,106 rifles and carbines 
were manufactured at the National Armory. 

Gen. Benet says: ‘*The question ef a re- 
ducéd caliberfor small arms is now under 
consideration by the department. An effective 
nnd simnple magazine gun has bDecomne a neces- 
fiy and this bureau bas during many years en- 
qeavored, through boards and trials in the 
field, tosettie on one that would be satisfac- 
tory to the army, but thus far, with- 
out success. the department is, how- 
ever, sceking to such n 
result and from the little that can be learned 
ofthe magazine systems, said to have been 
H#dopted abroad, lam pursuaded that nothing 
is to be gained at this juncture by haste. 

The report says that owing tothe failure of 
Congress to pass the regular appropriation 

ill the department has affected but little dur- 
ing the past year in the direction of pro- 
viding gunes,carriages, powders,etc., for coast 
detence. Under the head of “Rifle Forgings’ 
the report says that the domestic manufactur- 
ers have at last triumphed over their limita- 
tions and have obtained success in spite of in- 
udequate facilities. 

LIBERAL APPROPIATIONS NEEDED. 

On this subject Gen. Benet says: ‘‘It is 
believed to be the vitul Interest of the whole 
sountry that such liberal appropriations be 
made by Congress from year to year, 
until our present utter destitution as to 
modern guns be relieved, as shall furnish 
the sudstantial encouragement and aid that 
our steel industry demands. Asastep inthis 
direction I have asked in my an- 
nual estimate for an appropriation 
of #1 500,000 for the procurement of 
forgings for §-inch and10-inch breech-loading 
steel guns. This sum should procure the steel 
for about fifty 38-inch guns and about forty 10 
inch guns and to allow the necessary time to 
erect additional plant, this appropriation 
should be made available until expended 

Our dealingsare with the immediate prosent, 
end if the recurrence of. wars are likely to 
follow ample- preparation, Europe in arms 
wouid seem to indicate that the days of peace- 
ful arbitration have not yet.been reached. It 
can hardly be recommended that while wait- 
ing for this future possibility our shores 
should continue unguarded and at the mercy 
of the most insignificant beligerant. Rams 
and torpedoes and dynamite guns are power- 
ful auxiliaries In harbor defense, but the war 
conditions yet obtaining will not dispense with 
the bard hammering of heavy shot moving 
with high velocity, because these auxiliaries 
themselves need protection and of a most per- 
fect -character, The dynamite guns 
with a limited range cannot be left 
to the merey of the much longer reaching 
guns of the enemy's ships, ‘The attacking 
#hips must be kept ata distance by heavy guns 
andalongrange mortars—the comparatively 
Jow, cost of mortars enabling us to compensate 
by numbers for any lack of accuracy of fire. 
Yieavy cannon are therefore a necessity and 
Tnust be provided, and our unprotected coasts 
demand that they be provided speedily.’’ 

DYNAMITE TORPEDO GUNS, 

The report says that the dynamite torpedo 
gun has been fairly pertected and it is recom- 
mended that a l2-inch gun be purchased 
for exhaustive trials to determine its full 
capacity and fitness for coast defense. Favor- 
thie mention is also made of the Stevens 
qiynamite shell. It is said that, with 
the exception of the twenty-five’ three 
two-tenths inch B. L. fleld guns, just ftasued 
to the service, there is in store only the old 
tnuzzie-loading guns of limited power, rep- 
resenting a system twenty-fiVe years old 
and now obsolete, while there are 
he serviceable curringes. An estimate of 
£225,000 is aegordingly submitted for the pur- 
chase of sixty completely equipped steel guns. 
fhe Ballistic tests of the eight-inch gun, itis 
anid, show a higher effective energy than any 
pun of like calibre extant.

United States Constitution we allege inthe 
points made by us conflict with the State con- 
stitution, and thereby conflict with the United 
States Constitution the FourteenthAmendment 
of which declares that no man shall be de- 
prived of life or liberty without due process of 
law. The State laws under which a man is tried 
define what is due process of law in 
his case and the Fourteenth Amendment, we 


hold, guarantees him that due process and 
gives the United States Supreme Court juris- 
diction in the matter. Now in that question 
about the cross-exarnination of the defendant 
on matters on which he was not examined | 
chief, we not only allege that it conflicts wi 
section 5 of the United States Constitution, 
but also that it conflicts with a State statute 
and thereby with the Fourteenth Amendment, 
vuarantecing a defendant due process of law 
before he can be convicted. I did not think 
that section 5and these other sections applied 
to State Court trials, but supposed they were 
mercly for the government of trials in the 
Federal Courts. Still, in the case of 
Bohanon vs. Nebraska, still pending in the 
United States Supreme Court, the Court has 
taken a directly opposite stand to that taken 
by them in the Anarchist cases and has belild 
that they have jurisdiction under section 5, 
over trials in State Courts. For this reason I 
made my point both directly under that sec- 
tion and indirectiy under the Fourteenth 
Amendment. Whether the point is not good 
under the latter presentation is still an open 
question. The Court has held that jury 
matter to be a federal question, although they 
decided againstthe Anarchists. If that isa 
federal questioh then our point about not being 
to file asupplemental motion fors 
new trial is also a Federal question. The 
Court would not exercise its discretion about 
permitting us to filethe motion because we did 
application until after the four 
davs allowed in which to file a motion for: 
new trial bad expired. We hold the statute 
prescribing that a motion for a new trial must 
be filed within four days after the verdict has 
been rendered deprives a defendant of his 
rights and that itis equivalent to a violation 
onthe part of the State of its contract with 
the defendant, as it deprives him of some of 
his privileges. The Supreme went into these 
Anarchist cases much more deeply and 
minutely than I thought they would, and that 
is what gives me nv principal hopes.’’

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THE ANARCHIST DECISIONS. 

RANDOLPH TUCKER’S point that the 
Fourteenth Amendment converts into 
limitations of State power the preceding 
amendments that were originally adopted 
as limitations of Federal power, is not 
considered at all in the unanimous 
decision of the Supreme Court in the 
Anarchist case. After referring to the 
fact that the court has hitherto always 
held the first ten amendments as limita- 
tions of Federal power only, and 
appliable to State authority at all, the 
court finds that it is not required to con- 
sider whether the Fourteenth Amendment 
has the alleged effect or not; that rt such 
question is raised by the record or in- 
volved in such Federal questions as are 
raised. 

It simply finds that there is nothing in 
the rulings of the court below to be over- 
ruled as in conflict with Federal law; that 
the Illinois statute objected to is not ma- 
terially different from other jury legisla- 
tion which has been sustained by the Su- 
preme Court, and that, as construed by 
the trial court, it was not repugnant to 
anv provision of the fundamental law, 
State or Federal. The record showing 
nothing wrong in the formation of the 
jury, neither does it show any denial 
ofthe defense’s constitutional rights in 
the introduction of evidence or examina- 
tion of witnesses. Of the constitutional 
question supposed to be involved in the 
seizure and introduction of the Most let- 
ler and other private papers, the court 
says itcannot take jurisdiction, because 


tion to rights, privileges and immunities 
‘*speciallv set up or claimed” in the trial, 
and denied by the trial court. Where no 
such claim was set up and the record 
shows no such denial or violation of 
rights, the defense cannot ask the Su- 
preme Court to interfere in behalf of an 
afterthought claim which depends upon 
the proof of outside facts not proven at 
the trial. 

This isthe gist of the decision, unani- 
mous as was the decision of the Illinois 
Supreme Court sustaining the rulings of 
the trial court in all material points in the 
Anarchist case. There never was atrial 
more vehemently assailed or more tri- 
umphantly vindicated as in strict accord- 
ance with the law of the land.

ON A WRECKED SHIP. 


THE SURVIVORS OF THE CREW LASHED TO 
THE FOREMAST. 


What the Steamship Wyanoke Discovered off 
Cape Henry—Saving the Castaways in a 
Raging Sea—A Lifeboat Smashed—Sec- 
ond and Successful Attempt of the Wya- 
noke’s Crew te Save the Shipwrecked 
Men—Wreck of the Schooner Edith ™& 
Everman. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcr. 

New York, November 8.—The steamship 
Wyanoke of the Olid Dominion Line lett 
Norfolk on Tuesday morning at 6:30 for New 
York City, with twenty-two passengers and a 
cargo. It was very stormy. At¥o'clock that 
morning her look-out spied a queer object in 
the ocean, some six miles off Cape Henry. 
Tae wind was blowing fiercely and the sea 
was running high up on decks. Capt. Jenney 
sentthe Wyanoke nearer the queer object. 
Then hesaw thatit wasthethree mastsof a 
schooner sticking some twenty feet 
up out of fifty feet of water. 
The seamen were iashed to the fore- 
mast of the sunken wreck, one to the main- 
mast and in the ropes of the third stick. 
A slight-bullt sailor could be seen sup- 
porting another unfortunate, thinly clad and 
apparently dying. All the passengers of 
the Wyanoke were out on deck watching the 
five sailors tied to the foundered ship's masts. 
From the deck of the Wyanoke it seemed im- 
possible to extend any help, but Capt. Jenney 
sent out a lifeboat under Second Officer Nel- 
Just asthe boat was pushed off for the 
wreck the sailor who had been writhing in the 
arins of his fellow on the mast threw up his 
hands and fell back dead. His body was fast- 
ened to the rigging with ropes, but his friend 
could hold it no longer and the corpse was 
wsshed from his grasp. Allthis the passengers 
and the crew of the Wyanoke and the surviv- 
ors of the wreck had tolook upon. The life- 
boat approached the schooner with dificulty. 

THE SEA SWEPT THE RESOUERS AWAY 
from their goal. They could not get arope 
to the imperiled men. For three hours they 
struggied, and then, worn out and wet through 
to the skin, they returned to their ship. As 
the last man climbed up the Wyanoke’s side 
the boat was dashed against the big steamship 
and smasbed. She filled with water and sank. 
The passenyers on the Wyanoke volunteered 
to take another boat but Capt. Jenney would 
notletthem, Boatswain Lawson was put in 
charge of the second boat. The men battled 
withthe high-running sea for a long while 
and at last about 5 o’clock succeeded in 
getting a rope from their little boat to the 
foremast. Three of the wrecked voyagers 


were taken into the: lifeboat and put on 
board the steamsbip. Another trip and the 
fourth sailor was saved. The storm stili kept 
Up. anc it was Impossible to @@t near the body 
of the sallor who had died In sight of all, so it 
was left tossing on the waves around the mast 
to which it was tied. The rescued men told 
their story. 

‘*The rescued schooner was the three-mast- 
ed Edith B. Everman, owned by P. W. Whea- 
ton of Philadelphia, and bound with 3855 tons 
of coal from Weehawken for Richmond. It 
was on Monday night that their fate fell upon 
them. The weather wasnasty. Theré wasa 
fog, @ sweeping sea,a furious wind. They 
were heading for Cape Henry about 5p. m. 
Suddenly the ocean got wilder than ever, and 
before the ship could be guided aside, a huge 
heap of water rolled across the schooner’s 
nose and crushed in the forward hatch. The 
six men in the crew were all on deck, and 
they felt the Edith B. Kverman begin to sink. 

THEY RUSHED TO THE RIGGING. 
All reached the top safely, but they had no 
time to save athing or geta bite to eat. Ten 


| minutes after they had fastened themseives alo.t 


the schooner pitched fvremost,then luiched 
and began to settlet, oneside. Tenaiter this 
sudden pitching one of the seamen, seconds 
Oliver Kearney, was shaken from his ropes and 
thrown below. He was dashed between the 
masts and drowned. A little while later the 
vessel righted again and ina balf an hour from 
the time the first big wave poured down her 
hold tbe ship was resting on the bottom eight 
and one-half fathoms deep. The men ciung to 
their places on the tops of the masts, the 
water freezing on their bodies all 
through the night. The Captain, 
Joseph Camp of Tuckahoe, N. J., was on 
the mainmast. The mate, James Ingersoll of 
2741 Lehigh avenue, Philadelphia, was on the 
mizzen-mast holding up Frederick Whitehall, 
the steward, who died just as the Wyauoke 
people were about to save him and his com- 
panions. His death was duetocold and ex- 
haustion. He wasa Norwegian and lived in 
Jersey City with his sister. On the foremast 
were Andrew Haklin and W. A. Lackson, b th 
of 104 Che street. The men suffered in- 
tensely all Monday night for fear that no ship 
would ever puss near them. They suffered 
more intensely on Tuesday morning when they 
saw the steward die, and saw tle sailors of the 
Wyunoke ineffectually —_——e with the flerce 
waters. Oneoftbe men said last night that 
for three hoursy before he was taken off 
they had practically viven up ali hope of any- 
thing except a speedy death. When they were 
brought down from their perches they had 
passed just 24 hours in those places. The 
passengers onthe steamship made heroes of 
the shipwrecked and their saviors. They 
had a jollification meeting before New York 
was reached last niybtand made the Wyan- 
oke'’s Captain feel happy over bis and his 
crew's rescue, 


EAST sT. LOUIS, 


Defaulter Whitney's Defalcation Settled— 
His Whereabouts—Other Items. 


The chase after Vincent B. Whitney, the 
East St. Louis Depot-master who lost his 
moneyin a poker room near Seventh and 
Olive streets and fled to parts unknown when 
his defalcation was discovered, is being 
pushed very vigorousiy, Dut, as yet, with few 
results. It is supposed that he 
is in Canada, as his people live 
at Odgensburg, N. Y., near the border, and 


he headed in that direction. Thefull amount 
of the defaication hus been discovered to -be 
$4,157.72, and Geo. W. Parker, chairman of 
the board that employed Whitney has received 
a check for that amount from the only bonds- 
man, the American Surety Company of New 
York, of which Mr. Jobn M. Dickson Is the at- 
torney in St. Louis. There had been some 
alarm among other persons who had 
signed a previous bond of Whitney 
but the fact was that the names of other 
bondsmmen had been cancelled when the New 
York Company was accepted. The company 
paid witheut dispute at once, and expects to 
wet even by running down the defaulter, 
There is some question about securing Whit- 
ney’s extradition on the embezziement 
charge, but it is supposed that he can be 
brought back to answer a charge of forging a 
mass, which offense, among others has 
a traced to him since his flight. 
Several wealthy friends of Whitney have sig- 
nified their intention of repaying to the com- 
pany the amonnt which the company had to 
pay to the railroad companies to cover Whit 
ney’s defalcation. This will be done to stop 
all prosecution and enable Whitney to come 
back to this city and live down the dias- 
wrace which he brought upon himeelf. Dr. 
Fairgrother, one of Whitney's Ormest friends, 
said this Wmorning that he and other 
friends of Whitney, being now in 
possession of all the facts about the defalea- 
tion and knowing the circumstances which 
led to it, still retained their faith in Whitaey, 
and would among them raise the amount pec: 
essary to satisfy the American: Surety Uom- 
pany. Dr. Pairbrother states that Whitney

A reones invitation 
was extended to meand other Union soldiers 
to drop in line with the ex-Confederates and 
march 

SIDE BY SIDF WITH THEM. 

I have never in my life seen a city so gener- 
ally and handsomely decorated as Macon was. 
There were a few Confederate flags fluttering, 
but these were principals in front of saloons 
and underneath them were process stating 
the saloon was ‘‘Confederate Headqbtarters 
the device evidently being a sharp dodge by 
the saloon-keeper to attract custom. Isawa 
few Confederate flags on private buildin 
but I wish to say that I did 
see a single Confederate flag on a house that 
was not surrounded by scores of the National 
flags. The National colors were flying in all 
directions. I never saw them so handsomely 
and numerously displayed before ih my life. 
The occasion was a reunion of ex-Confed 
to areet their old President before he died, and 
I was not surprised to find those Confed- 
erate emblems; but I  * as a Union 
soldier, jealous of the cause I 
fought for, that these emblems were 
there, I could plainly see, merely 
as a tender tribute to the past and the magnifi- 
cent decorations with the national colors, the 
thousands of national flags and the whole 
conduct of the people evinced a loyaity to 
union, which no man could possibly avoid 
recognizing. 

‘*Il was standing within 10 feet of Mr. Davis 
onthe front porch of Col. Johnston's resi- 
dence when the meeting between him and the 
Confederate Veterans about which so 
much misrepresentation bas been made 
occurred. Isaw the chair brought out and 
the old man take his seatin it. His wife and 
dauxshters were about bim,. Mr. Davis was 
very infirm one could see at a glance; he was 
much excited and so weak that his family and 
friends feared the effect of the trying ordeal 
on him. When the bead of the column en- 
tered the yard and advancing to the railin 
of the porch, beeged to shake hands wi 
him, his wife and daughters took bold 
of his arms and begged him 
to keep his seat, reminding him of his feeble 
condition, ‘Chey were evidently alarmed about 
him and viewed his excitement with undis- 
guised trepidation. While they were implor- 
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the fag was pushed forward to the railing. 
Mrs. Davis leaned forward, and plucking a 
shred from its torn and battered foids, fell 
back in her chair, and putting her hands to 
her eyes began to weep. The scene was such 
that no man could have _ resisted its 
puthos. The old man who had presided 
over a lost cause, tottering on the verge of the 
grave, forthe last time, he knew, was in 
presence of those who had once followed tim 
and were now bidding him an earthly fare- 
well. Notan eye in that vast assemblage was 
dry. 

° MEN WEPT, YES, 
but their tears were not disloyalty to the 
Union, but of force from them by the sadness 
of the scene. Union soldiers who were there 
wept, and are not ashamed of their emotion. 
It was in this excitement that the fag was 
yusbed forward to Mr. Davis.

He stepped to the front and delivered a speech 
which was as loyal to the Union as any Johan 
Sherman ever made, When he refer to the 
perfect union of the sections to-day under one 
flug the cheering was louder and more spon- 
taneous by far even than that which gre-ted 
the incident of the flag.

The flag was not torn to pieces by men 
to preserve relics of the embiem which f- 
ferson Davis bad kissed, as the Kepublican 
press charge.

I walked among the thousands 
of ex-Confederates at Macon and talked with 
hundreds, and I deolare with all 
sincerity and truthfulness that I did not 
see or hear a _ single ae which 
indicated any antagonism of the Union.

HE OPPOSES THE EXECUTION OF THE 


SEVEN CONDEMNED MEN. 


wing the Seeds of Revenge in the Breast 

of Poverty—He Says Samuel Fielden Is 
So Innocent That His Conviction Was 
Ludicrous—The Earnest Plea for Clem. 
ency in Their Case.

Anarchists. The interview took the following 
form, in which questions and answers are re- 
ported verbatim: 

‘‘What do you think of the case of the An- 
archists?’’ 

‘‘I have paid some attention to the evidence 
andto the rulings of the court, and I have 
read the opinion of the Supreme Court of Illl- 
nois, in which the conviction is affirmed. Of 
course these men were tried during a period 
of great excitement—tried when the press de- 
manded their conviction—when it was asserted 
that society was on the edge of destruction 
unless these men were hanged. Under such 
circumstances it is not easy to havea fair and 
impartial trial. A juuge should either sit be- 
yond the reach of prejudice, in some 
calm that storms cannot invade, or he 
should be a kind of oak so that before 
any blast he would stand erect. It is 
hard to find such a pluce as I have suggested 
and not easy to find suchaman. We are all 
influenced more or less by our surroundings, 
by the demands and opinions and feelings and 
prejudices of our fellow-citizens. There is a 
personality made up of many individuals 
known «as society. This personality has 
prejudices like an individual. It often be- 
comes enraged, acts without the slightest 
sense, and repents atits leisure. It is bard to 
reason with a mob, whether organized or dis- 
organized, whether acting inthe name of the 
law, or of simple brute force. But in any 
ease, where people refuse to be governed by 
reason they become a mob.’’ 

THE TRIAL. 

‘*Do you not think that these men hada fair 
trial?’’ 

‘‘T have no doubt butthe court endeavored 
to be fair—no doubt but that Judge Gary isa 
pertectly honest, upright man, but I think 
hisinstructions were wrong. He instructed 
the jury to the effect that where men have 
talked in a certain way, and where the jury be- 
lieved that the result of such talk might be the 
commission of a crime, that such men are re- 
sponsible for that crime. Of course there is 
neither law nor sense in an Instruction like 
this. I hold that it must have 
been the intention of the man making 
the remark or publishing the article

market or not, would have been convicted. I 
am satisfied thatthe defendant Fielden never 
intended to harm ahuman being. AS a mat- 
terof fact the evidence shows that he was 
making x» speech in favor of peace at the time 
of the occurrence. The evidence also shows 
that he was ‘an exceedingly honest, indus 
trious and a very poor and philanthropic 
man,’’

That it will nottend to answer the ideas ad- 
yanced by these men,to hang them.

No other govern- 
ment has such a broad and splendid founda- 
tion. We have nothing tofear. Courage and 
safety can afford to be generous—can afford to 
act without haste and without the feeling of 
revenge. So, for my part, I hope that the 
sentence may be commuted, and that these 
if found guilty at last, may be im- 
prisoned. This course Is, in my judgment, the 
safest to pursue. It may be that 1 am led to

EVERY MAN DOES AS HE MUST. 

This belief mukes me charitable towards all 
the world. This belief makes me doubt the 
wisdom of revenge. This belief, so far as I 
am concerned, Liots from our language the 
word ‘punishment.’ Society husaright to 
protect itself, and itis the duty of society to 
reform, insofaras it may be possible, any 
member who has committed what iscalleda 
crime. Where the criminal cannot be re- 
formed, and the safety of society can be 
secured by his imprisonment, there is no pos 
sible excuse for destroying his life After these 
six or seven men have been, in accordance 
with the forms of law, strangledto death, 
there will be a few pieces of clay, and 
about them will gathera few friends, a few 
admirers—and these pieces will be buried, 
and over the grave will be erected a 
monument, and those who were executed as 
criminale will be remembered by thousands as 
saints. 

‘*It is far better for society to have a little 
mercy. The effect upon the community will 
be good. Ifthese men are imprisoned, peo- 
ple will examine their teachings without prej 
udice. If they are executed, seen turough 
the tears of pity, their v rtues,their sufferings, 
their heroism will be exaggerated ; others may 
emulate their deeds, and the gulf netween 
the rich and the poor widened—a gulf that may 
not close until it has devoured the noblest and 
the best.’’ 

These opinions, coming from a lawyer of 
Col. Ingersoll’s eminence, are of extraordinary 
interest.

AN AVALANCHE OF ATTACHMENTS UPON 
THE ROSENTHAL FIRM TO-DAY. 


A Receiver to Be Applied for—The Latest 
Attaching Creditors—A Damage Suit 
Settled on the Eve of a Sixth Trial— 
Damages Claimed for Two Criminal 
Prosecutions — Painful Stories of De- 
serted Wives—New Suits Filed. 


Following the attachment suits entered fn 
the Circuit Court yesterday by M. A. Wolff 
and Joseph Specht against Isaac B. Rosen- 
tnal, Moses B. and Sigmund Rosenthal and 
Samuel R. Lipsis, full particulars of which 
were published tn the Post-DtsratcH, Mesers. 
Meyer, Dickinson & Co.of Philadelphia entered 
suit against the firm for $12,838.18, and 
later the following attachment suits were filed 
under telegraphic instructions from creditors: 
By Henry Abegg, Henry Daeniker and Adolph 
Rusch, to recover $19,682.83; by Samuel J. 
Held, to recover $2,197.89; by David Spero, to 
recover $1,025.03, and by Selina Ley- 
inson to recover $9, 006.50. Mr. 
Specht’s attachment was for $36,055.33 
and Mr. Wolf's for $35,000. Nathan Frank 
stated this morning that he had instructions 
from other creditors representing fully $10,000 
of further indebtedness, for which attach- 
ments would be brought. He also stated that 
it was his intention to apply to the court for 
the appointment of a receiver. 

It was rumored among counsel 
interested that the firm in New York had exe- 
cuted an assignment vesterday afternoon in 
thatcity. Inthat event mattera here would 
be somewhat complicated. The attachments 
filed here to date will, it is expected, cover the 
oe value of the stock in St. Louis. 

. J. Arnstein received a telegram from 
a York City on his return to town this 
morning from Houston, Tex., stating that 
the Rosenthal firm had made an 4aa- 
signment in that city, and that A. 
B. Detrece was the assignee. Mr. Defrece 
wired Mr. Arnstein to protect his interests 
here, and the latter at once notified the 
Sheriff. Telegrams have been forwarded to 
New York asking fordetalls of the assignment.

‘‘lam an ogre now!’’ he exclaimed. ‘‘Im- 
agine, my dears,.that Lhavea cropped red 
head, blue eyes and very big lunettes!’’ And 
forthwith he related tous wonderful advent- 
ures, making us laugh and cry, justas he 
wished. 

A few years later we came to live in London; 
my father through no fault of hisown, lost a 
lucrative appointment in Paris; it wasa period 
of much anxiety; my second sister fell danger- 
ously ill. Mr. Thackeray’s goodness and 
kindness to us all were beyond words. He 
called nearly every day-at our house in Thistle 
Grove, himself bringing delicacies of all sorts 
to tempt the appetite of my Invalid sister. 
liis cook, who was a cordon-bleu, had re- 
ceived orders to exert her culinary powers to 
their utmost, and she nade the most exquisite 
dishes and jellies. -l remember a note trom 
Thackeray to my mother, with the 
words ‘fA Last. Appeal,’’ written in 
capital letters, begging that the jellies should, 
in the future, be made with old sherry, or the 
best Madeira. The doctor had ordered claret. 
One day Thackeray walked up to our house 
carrying arug of very bright, pleasant and 
cheertui colors under his arm, which he laid 
down on the floor of my sister’s room, think- 
ing it would tend to raise herspirits. With 
children he was always delightful; with older 
or with unsympathetic people hecould be 
satirical, cold and cynical. He one day re- 
marked to an acquaintance in my hearing that 
he only liked ‘*‘second-rate books, second- 
rate wormenr, but first-rate wines.’’ 

Mr. Thackeray bad talent for drawing, but 
he was never satisfied with any of his achieve- 
ments. My father called upon him one 
morning and found him fretting over a draw- 
ing of bis own. 

‘*Look,’’ he said. ‘‘Now G. (mentioning 
some clever draughtsman) by afew touches, 
throwing some light or shadow here and 
there, would make this a picture. How itis it] 
know not, but I certuiniy cannot do tit at all.’’ 
_ Thackeray sometimes looked worried, and I 
once heard him say that he suffered trom men- 
tal depression. 

‘*My Number (‘Cornhill’) is nearly due, and 
Icannot make it come!’’ he exclaimed, tap- 
ping his forehead. ‘‘Yes, would like to rest 
my headin some quietcorner. I bad a nice 
scene this morning,but ‘tis all gone and 1 can- 
‘not call to mind a bit of it now!’’ 

My father, who was full of intellect, which 
Thackeray fully appreciated, was a_i shy, 
dreamy,unobtrusive man, with & great deal of 

ride and, perhaps, over-sensitiveness. In 
iis time of trouble Thackeray was more than 

a brotherto bim. My mother told me that 
when he heard for the first time of my fatber’s 

ecuniary loss he was very agitated, and turn- 
ng tomy mother be asked ber what she 
was going to do. 

‘*] mean to trust to the Ravens,’’ she an- 
swered. An expression of pain flitted over the 
great man’s face, but aiter a few seconds of 
Silence he put his large band over hers, and in 
® busky voice said: ‘‘And so you may, the 
Mavens are kind friends.’’ 

At a large dinner it happened that my 
father’s name was mentioned. Thackeray, 
who had beep very silent, brightened up and 
exclaimed: ‘*Whefi Corkran dies he will go 
Straight.to Heaven, and all the angels will turn 
out and present arms to bim!’’ 

But William Muckpe -e Thackeray was 
beckoned away inany years before my father 
wasto jon the great majority. Hfs death 
mado a blank which bas never been filled up.

WILL THE PRESSMEN GO OUT? 


/The Important Onestion in the Job Compos- 
itors Strike To-Day—tThe situation. 


The relations between the striking job 
printers and the employers remained un- 
changed during the day, both parties contin- 
uing to remain firm without any overtures 
from eitherside. The employers, while run- 
ning a force decidedly below their average ,de- 
clare confidently that they will suffer no serious 
inconvenience, and can at any time secure all 


the workmen they require, and even should 
difficulty arise In thisdirection thatthe non- 
union offices can be ca/led upon to supply any 
deficiency. Atseveral officesfrom tento a 
dozen men have applied for work, and many 
ofthem have proved to be skillful compos- 
itors. No overtures have been made to those 
out on the strike, and none will be, the em- 
ployers eay, as their loss is not greatly felt at 
present, and the new bands will become mors 
efficient every day. 

The striking compositors are equally deter- 
mined and equally confident in the strength of 
_their position. ‘he non-union hands, they 
state, nay do well enough to handle simple 
work slowly, but the moment thatthereisa 
demand for fine or quick work the employers 
willbe only too glad to pay the increased 
wases demanded by the strikers. The union 
men have not been idle, but have stationed 
representatives near every printing office, with 
directions to accost every man who may apply 
far work and persuade him to withdraw his 
application. While some, it is asserted, have 

one to work in spite of this, the greater num- 
ber have been Induced to passively aid the 

strikers. 
: THE MOST DANGFROUS 
move to the employers that has been made by 
the wnion men, has been their efforts to In- 
duce the pressmen to join in the strike. If 
they are successful in persuading the press- 
men to joip bands with the compositors, they 
assert that their demands will be instantly 
complied with, and even the einployers admit 
that such a move would be most threatening, 
a6 it would be far more difficult to obtain good 
pressinen than good compositors. The press- 
men, however, although sympathizing with 
their brother craftsmen, are by no means 
readyto go on ai strike at a moment’s 
notice, especially as they have no demands to 
make themselves and would be actuated en- 
tirely by sympathy. The matter has been 
generally discussed during the day, the com- 
positors strongly urging their claims, while 
the employers are equally in earnesé in their 
endeavors to prevent the press bunds from go- 
ing out. A meeting of the pressmen has been 
for to-night, when the question 
be fully discussed, and a 
decision arrived at. Theresult of the meet- 
ing will be watchcd with the greatest Interest 
by both parties, as itis generally agreed that 
the pressmen hold the key of the position. 
Keports have been received that the Chicago 
pressya*h hive joined the compositors, and if 
-this#hould prove true it will have a decided 
~ofluence upon, to-night’s meeting. The 
atereotypers have practically agreed to follow 
the pressmen, and will in all probability act in 
ooncert with them.

OTHELLO AND IAGO. 


A SPLENDID AUDIENCE WITNESSES LAST 
EVENING’S PERFORMANCE, 


The Distinctive Quality of Mr. Booth’s 
lago—What He Accomplishes by His 
Power of Suggestion—Mr. Barrett as 
Othello—The Andience and the Play— 
Opening of the German Opera Season— 
‘Tristan and Isolde’’ Produced at the 
New York Metropolitan—Amusement 
Notes. 


One of the best bilis of the week was pre- 
sented atthe Olympic last evening, and the 
audience wasthe largest so far. There was 
scarcely a vacant chair in the parquet and 
dress circle, while a line of spectators stood 
around the railing nearly the entire evening. 
The performance of ‘‘Othello’’ offered Mr, 
Booth as Iago and Mr. Barrett as Othello. 

Mr. Booth was again at his best and his Iago 
filled the staye and held with irresistible power 
the attention and admiration of the audience. 
Before the close of the performance the en- 
thusiasin was unbounded. 

His Iago is at oncethe most satisfying ana 
unsatisfying, the most brilliant and provok- 
ing creation on the stage. It is satisfying be- 
cause it fiilsevery nook and crevice of the 
character which the mind can conceive, and 
more. This ‘‘more’’ is the unsatisfying part of 
it. Itisthe quality which. {s the distinctive 
mark of the creation, which makes it what It 
is, and yet while it is distinct and potent it is 
indefinable. It fascinates and puzzles; it 
tempts to a search foritself and baflies with 
every turn. Youfind yourself seeking, una- 
lyzing, trying to grasp and define it. You 
think one instant that you have it- and you 
know the next Instant that you 
haven’t it. When Iago comes on the 
stage first he seems the most 
important personage there, nor does his 
individuality assert itself rapidly. A few lines 
calis atiention to himself, but he gives the im- 
pression of being aspectator—an observer of 
others, ratherthan an actor. He 1s studying 
his materials and laying his plans. Nothing 
has overtly indicated this to you but you feel 
it. This isthe first step. Thena few cynical 
words, quietly but significantly spoken, reveal 
the nature of the man. Next his plan is formed 
but without any clear assurance of its success. 
He glidesin and out, dropping a poisoned 
word here, assuming a frankness and a friend- 
ship with consummate skill, leaving only 
a peep-hole through the mask for the 
audience, soft and persuasive, sneering or 
siniling, snarling or flattering as the occasion 
demands, until before you. know it lago per- 
Vades every part of the stage and is master of 
the situation. The acme of cruelty and 
hypocrisy and the essence of insinuation has 
been reached, 

The result ts recognized but is something 
more tihau can be grasped. The imug nation 
ig pvirred Into activity and the man Is invested 
witha subtle diablerie, asuperiority of craft 
and develishness which is superhuman, The 
impression is undoubted, but exactly what is 
it and how bas it been gained? The first 
question cannot be answered satisfactorily, 
but the second is plain. Itis gained by that 
highest quality of genius and art—suggestion. 

Mr. Booth does not attempt to draw every 
line of Jago's character and bound and fence 
it in. His artis greater than this. He draws 
aline here and gives a delicate touch there; 
he sugyvests tar more than he accomplishes, 
giving un impulse to the imagination and 
leaving it unfettered to build a character finer 
and subtierthan human art can create and 
indicating more than the mind can grasp. 
This is What makes his Iago whatit is, an in- 
exhuustible source of study and inspiration. 

Mr. Burrettis not at his bestin Othello, but 
while bis coloring was somewhat varigated 
and his dressing of the part was doubtful in 
taste and correctness, his treatment of the 
part Was intelligent and artistic.I1t is the oppo- 
site of lagoand of course neyer demands great 
subtiety of art.

He 
gave it intensity without loudness, and this is 
an achievement worthy of note. Both trage- 
dians were given an enthusiastic reception. 

Mr. k. J. Buckley’s Cassio deserves partic- 
ular mention as a smooth artistic and efiective 
piece of work, Miss Minna kh. Gale dresses 
her characters tastefully and prettily, and her 
appearance is always attractive, but her dra- 
matic capabilities are as yet somewhat limited 
and her Desdemona, like her Ophelia, was 
without positive merit.
